ANNUAL REPORT ON INDIAN EPIGRAPHY 
FOR THE YEAR 1994-95 


GENERAL INTRODUCTION 


During the year under report, in all 16 copper-plate grants and 261 Stone 
inscriptions were examined by the headquarters office, Northern and Southern zones 
and the Arabic and Persian branch of the Epigraphy wing. Of these, the Copper-plate 
charters are included in Appendix A, Appendix B contains stone inscriptions. 178 
Arabic and Persian inscriptions examined by the Superintending Epigraphist for Arabic 
and Persian inscriptions are included in Appendix C. Appendix D contains a list of 


the negatives of the Photographs taken during this year. 


Shri M. Jayarama Sharma, Deputy Superintending Epigraphist has visited places 
in Karnataka and New Delhi and Uttar Pradesh and his collection include Nos. A 1 to 
14 and 16 and Nos. B 34 to 45 of which A 1, 3 to 5, 11, 14 and 16 are important for 
study of Chalukyas of Vātāpi, Pāņduvamšis of Kosala, Pratihàras, Hoysalas and 
Vijayanagara dynasties. This office particularly acknowledges the kind help of Shri 
Virendra Hegde of Dharmasthala, Dakshina Kannada District, Karnataka for allowing 
the staff for copying copper-plate inscriptions kept in the Manjusha Museum. Shri S. 
Nagarjuna, Senior Epigraphical Assistant (presently working in the office of the 
Director (Epigraphy)), Mysore has visited the places of Rayadurgam, Nellore in Andhra 
Pradesh. His collection (Nos. B 1-2) are important for the study of Jainism in Andhra. 
Shri K. Kuruppiah, Senior Epigraphical Assistant continued the Ariyalur taluk survey 
this year. Besides, he also visited a few places in Chengai, M.G.R. District, Erode 
Peiyar, Kamaraj, Madurai Districts of Tamil Nadu and copied 81 inscriptions. Of his 
collection, Nos. B 147, 162, 167 and 169 are important. Shri S. Rajavelu, Senior 
Epigraphical Assistant visited Dharmasthala in Karnataka and few places in North Arcot 
Ambedkar and Thanjavur Districts in Tamil Nadu and also visited Mattanchēri of 
Cochin District and Tiruvananthapuram in Kerala. His collection numbering about 80 
includes 25 Jewish inscriptions. Of his collection Nos. 46, 185, 193 and 197 are 
important for the study. 


Superintending Epigraphist, Arabic and Persian Inscriptions branch, Nagpur has 
copied and sent estampages of 50 inscriptions from Sanchi Museum and Satadhāra, 
Raisen Tahsil and District, Madhya Pradesh. Most of the inscriptions are label 
inscriptions. They have been examined and included in Appendix B under Nos. 71- 
120. 


Of the 28 inscriptions examined in the office of the Deputy Superintending 
Epigraphist, North Zone, Jhansi (presently at Lucknow) some are important. Dr. T.S. 
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Ravishankar, Deputy Superintending Epigraphist, visited some places in Rajasthan and 
his collection includes B 121-122, 129 and 136. 


Nos. B 16-33 and B 257-261 were the collections of Shri Jayaprakash, Assistant 
Superintending Epigraphist of which No. 258 from Mathura Museum, Mathura, Uttar 


Pradesh is important as it belongs to the Kushana dynasty. 


COPPER-PLATES 


CHALUKYAS OF VATAPI: Of the inscriptions copied from Mañjusha 
Museum, Dharmasthala, Beltangadi Taluk, South Kanara District, No. A 1 consisting 
of 3 copper-plates in worn-out condition due to thick incrustations retains enough lines 
to reveal the importance of the record. The charter dated in Saka 608 (686 A.D.) and 
6th regnal year of Chalukya king Vijayāditya refers to a grant of a village named 
Kirumundame situated in the Edenàdu-vishaya to a number of brahmanas during the 
victorious camp (Vijayaskandhāvārē) at the request of Alupa king Chitravahana, son 
of Guņasāgara, who was described as Pandya-paramésvara, and also at the request of 
a certain hitherto unknown prince named Kochcha-yuvaraja who was described as 
Sagara-4nvaya-sambhita, Chakora-puravarésvara, Dharmayasodhana, as an ornament in 
the family (name not clear) which was well known in the Ila[vishaya]-mandala of the 
eastern seas and as one whose valour was lauded by Pāņdya-paramēšvara Chitravahana, 
the former mentioned above. The reference to the Alupa king Chitravahana as an 
ornament to the two well related families of Alupa and Pàndya and that he was 
returning after the capture of Mangalapura is interesting from the point of political 
history ('Marigalapura-parigraha=āvāpta Alup-ásparakula-samákyánam Paņdyānām- 
dyayam-alamkari[shnoh]') (See J.E.S.L, Vol. XXI, pp. 28-31). 


PANDUVAMSIS OF KOSALA: No. A 14 copied from a private antique 
collector at Tiruvananthapuram, Kerala must have been originated somewhere in 
southern Madhya Pradesh as it belongs to the dynasty of Pāņduvarnšis of Kosala and 
most of their plates were found in the region of Raipur and Bilaspur Districts. 
Palaeographically the characters of the inscription are similar to the box-headed and 
squarish forms as in the Raum. Balóda, Bonda plates of Tivaradéva and Adhabāra 
plates of Mahā-Nannarāja (See C7/, Vol. VIII, Plate XLV and Epigraphia Indica, Vols. 
VII, pp. 102 ff. and plate, XXXVI, pp. 113 ff. and plate, Ep. Ind., Vol. XXXL, pp. 
219 ff. and plate) and can be dated to the 6th-7th century A.D. The charter belongs 
to the time of Mahāšiva Tivaradéva, son of Nannadēva of Pāņduvrnšis and was issued 
from Sripura (modern Sirpur in Raipur Tahsil and District). It records the grant of half 
of the village Kūttāraka situated in the Gondakabhukti with usual privileges to the three 
brahmanas named Bhanusvami, Padmasvàmi and Yajnasvàmi, sons of Bhatta- 
Bhadrēšvara belonging to Vajasanéya-madhyandina-sakha and Sāņdilya-sagētra for the 


merit of king's father and mother and his ownself. Gondaka-bhukti mentioned here 
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can be identified with Gonda or Gónàrdda representing whole of Uttara Kosala with 
the modern district of Gonda of Uttar Pradesh (See J.E.S.I, Vol. XXII, pages 51 to 
55 and plate). 


PRATIHARA: No. A 16 is an inscription on a single copper-plate found in 
possession of an antique collector at Amróha, Amroha Tahsil, Moradabad District 
belonging to the period of Pratihára king Nagabhata. It measures 60.5 x 48 cm and 
with a thickness of 5.5 cms. Dated in Samvat 885 (828 A.D.), the inscription in 
Sanskrit language and Siddhamātrika characters, records the grant of an agrahāra named 
Sambhupallikà situated in Gunapara-mandala of Ahichchatra-bhukti by maharaja 
Nagabhatta, son of maharaja Vatsaraja and Sundaridévi for the merit of his parents and 
his own self to Bhatta Süryarata Bhatta Nāgarāta, Bhatta Ravirāta and Bhatta 
Nārāyaņarāta, the brahmanas belonging to Bháradvaja-sagótra, Madyandina Vàjasaneya- 
[Sakhā] and Bhatta Prabhākarānvaya. The king's father Vatsarāja was described as the 
son of king Dēvašaktidēva and queen Bhúyikádevi and paramamahésvara while the 


king calls himself as paramavaishnava. 


HOYSALAS: No. A 3 from 'Maūjūsha Museum', Dharmasthala, Beltangady 
Taluk, South Kanara District, Karnataka in Sanskrit language and Nagari characters 
belongs to the reign of Hoysala king Vira Narasimha (i.e., Narasimha II) (1226 A.D.) 
and records the construction of a temple for the three deities viz., Kēšava, Lakshmi- 
Narayana and Gopala and the grant of money and land in the village Jávagatta by 
Gópàla Madhava Chamüpa towards the daily worship and offerings. The name of the 
general and the construction of a temple for three deities are important from the 


architectural point of view as this being probably another example of trikúta' style. 


VIJAYANAGARA: No. A 5 is a copper plate charter from the same Museum, 
at Dharmasthala, engraved in Tamil language and characters belongs to the reign of 
Srirangaraya is dated in the Saka year 1608, Chittirai $u. 15. It refers to the 
construction of a matha for the mêli (agricultural) community at Tiruchchenkattankudi 
which is one among the pilgrim centre situated on the banks of the Kāvēri. Further 


it states that this place has several mathas for va/arigai and Idangai communities. 


MISCELLANEOUS: No. A 12. A stray plate from the 'Manjúsha museum’, 
Dharmasthala, Beltangadi Taluk, South Kanara District, Karnataka in Sanskrit and 
Kannada languages and Nagari characters of about 15th century refers to the 
performance of a Sarppa-yàga with the attendance of 32,000 brahmanas. The donees 
in the inscription who were said to have received the grant of 12 villages in 
appreciation of their performance were bráhmanas of Gautama-grama belonging to 
Kamnade-$akhà with different gētras. The donor's name is not mentioned here except 
that he has been referred to as Chakravartti, the emperor, who, probably, might have 
been one of the Vijayanagara kings ruled in the 14th-15th century A.D. 
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Another copper-plate charter, No. A 4 dated in Saka 1604 from the same Museum 
at Dharmasthala refers to the gift of money to the temple of Lord Subrahmanya at 
Tirupparankunram made by the panchálattár who had assembled in the Kalikadévi 
temple. Paūchālattār who were the artisan group of five engaged in the smithy work 
were described here in the inscription as the 5 artisan communities who once resided 
at the abode of Lord Siva who performed 64 holy acts. (Tiruviļaiādal) were also 
referred to in an inscription from Tiruvellarai (No. B 203/1939) as a panchalattar 


community. 


INSCRIPTIONS ON STONE AND OTHER MATERIALS 


KUSHANAS: No. B 79 from Sàüchi Museum, Raisen Tahsil and District, 
Madhya Pradesh in Sanskrit language and Brahmi characters and dated in Sarnvat 22 
(100 A.D.) records that during the reign of Vasakushana (Vāsishka) the image of the 
Bhagavat Sākyamuni was installed by Vidyamati for the welfare of parents. It may 
be noted here that the name of the king has been abbreviated as Vasa, which stands 
for Vasishka and the dynastic name Kushana occurs as a suffix (cf. Satyashrava, Dated 
Kushana inscriptions, p. 51 and plate XLVI (No. 58). 


No. B 260 engraved on a pillar base found at Mathura (now preserved in the 
Archaeological Museum, Mathura) belongs to reign of Kushàna king Huvishka bearing 
the date 33rd year, the 182 month of Hémanta 2. It records the gift of a Kubhaka 
(pitcher) probably of stone for storing water by two upāsaka brothers Buddharakshita 
and Dharmarakshita, sons of a brahmana named Soma, belonging to Upavaña-sagótra, 
in their own Vihara for the acceptance of the teachers (āchāryyānām) and worshippers 
of Sarvāsti-vādi sect. Interestingly, in the beginning and in the end of the inscription 
the figures of the water pitcher were portrayed and thus giving logical explanation for 


the purpose of the record (contra Satyashrava, Dated Kushana inscription, pp. 68-69). 


RASHTRAKOTAS: No. B 197 in Kannada language and script, copied from a 
ruined Siva temple at Tirumalaichcheri, Walajah Taluk, North Arcot District, belonging 
to the reign of Rāshtrakūta king Akālavarsha (Krishna III) though fragmentary, is 
interesting from the political and administrative points of view. Among the king's 
exploits, apart from his southern expedition (dakshina-digvijaya and uprooting of 
chólikanvaya, the names of countries mentioned outside of Indian sub-continent namely 
Suvarnna-dvipa, Singala-dvipa and Kücha-dvipa are noteworthy. Equally important is 
the description of the king as 'Amēghavarshadēva-pādānudhyāta' (meditating at the feet 
of Amēghavarsha) as this may mean that Amēghavarsha III was still alive at the time 
when the king was still camping at Mélpati after his return from the southern 
expedition i.e., between 952 A.D. and 957 A.D., the date of the present record though 
on the contrary it was believed that he had died in 939 A.D. (See G. Yazdani, Early 
History of Deccan, p. 293). In support of this view it may be noted that the Atakür 
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inscription (dated 950 A.D.) describes him as 'Amoóghavarshadéva-páda-pamkaja- 
brahmara' thus leading to the fact that the Amēghavarsha III was very much alive 
during the southern campaign of Krishna III. (See Z E.S.L, Vol. XXIII, pp. 105-09). 


No. B 185 in Tamil language and script, belongs to the Rashtraküta Kannaradéva's 
16th regnal year and seems to record the gift of gold for reciting the Vēdas and tantras 
by the Sarvatsara-variyam of the Sabha of Tiruppāsūr-agarattār in Paņayūr-nādu, a 
subdivision of Palkunra-kóttam. It also refers to offerings like the Srīdēvi-prasādam 


and saraswati-prasadam, etc. which are quite interesting. 


CHOLAS: No. B 193 is an inscription from Vellore in Tamil language and 
characters belonging to the period of Kulóttunga Chola I of his 17th regnal year. It 
records the construction of a Siva temple by one sēnāpati namely Sólakulachetti-mádan 
alias Narpattennayirachchittiraméli of Attiyür , a hamlet of Tellaiyūr, who also granted 
3 véli of reclamated land, a lake with a sluice as dēvadāna to the newly built temple. 
The donor mentioned in this inscription is quite an interesting one as he served as a 
general (sénapati) representing the agricultural based mercantile group. It is well 
known that the Chitraméli group had a separate status and prasasti of their own and 
several inscriptions refer to their constructive activities (cf. S.I, Vol. VIII, No. 198). 


An inscription from Olugaiyür in Walajah Taluk of North Arcot Ambedkar 
District No. B 195 engraved in Tamil language and characters belongs to 23rd regnal 
year of the Chola king Maduraikonda-kópparakésari i.e., Parántaka I and contains two 
parts. The first part refers to the setting up of a sluice stone to the latter at Olugaiyür 


in the name of Prithivipati by Sembiyan-māvali Vāņarāyan. 


It is already known from the inscriptions that Parāntaka I had defeated Banas 
rulers with the help of the Ganga chief Prithivipati II. The latter was conferred with 
the title Sembiyan Mahābalivāņarāyan, and was also the ruler of the Bana territory. 


In this regard two inscriptions may be mentioned here. The first one from 
Shēlinghūr inscription (Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 221-25) informs that Prithivipati II had 
helped Parāntaka I in defeating the Banas in a battle fought at Vallala while the other 
the Udayéndiram plates (S.L, Vol. II, No. 76) informs that Prithivipati II was a 
feudatory of Paràntaka I and had received the above mentioned title for the help 
rendered by him. 


From the present inscription from Olugaiyür a place which can be identified has 
being located in the Bànas territory. It can be stated that Prithivipati II after receiving 
the Bana territory as administered over it and undertook constructive activities by 
setting up the sluice, creating of brahmadeyás, temple endowment, maintenance of 
tanks etc. The nàdu administrative body also agreed to provide paddy for the 


maintenance of shrine which was named after him. 
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Of the two sluice inscriptions Nos. B 145 and 146, the first one is engraved in 
Tamil language and characters from Kāvanūr, Sriperumbudur Taluk of Chengai M.G.R. 
District and the other one is in Telugu. The first inscription dated in the 11th regnal 
year of Parthivéndrapanmar refers to the construction of large sluice (peruntūmbu) to 


a tank at Abhirama-chaturvédimangalam by one Chamundaiyan, son of Kotti Araiyar. 


The Telugu record also refers to the above mentioned sluice by Chavundayya, 
who can be identified with Chamundaiyan of above inscription. The king 
Parthivéndrapanmar of Tamil record reminds us two kings namely Parthivéndra 
Adityavarman and Pārthivēndra Ādityaperumāņ of inscription (.S.ZZ, Vol. III, Nos. 158 
and 159) who has been identified with the Chēļa king Aditya II (969-79 A.D.), the 
slder son of the Chola king Parantaka II (K.A.N. Sastri, The Chólas, p. 149). The 
identity of this king is still not certain. He is also known to have borne an epithet 
Abhirāman and incidentally the location of the tank Abhirāma-chaturvēdimangalam 


must have been named after him. 


No. B 149 from Patlūr in, Bhavani Taluk, E.V.R. District, Tamil Nadu is engraved 
on the right side wall of mahámandapa of Tiruvagisvaram-udaiyár temple. This record 
in Tamil language and characters of 11th century is dated in the 23rd regnal year of 
the Kongu king Sri Vira Rajandradéva (acc. 1207 A.D.) and refers to the gift of achchu 
by Pandandi, daughter of a queen (rani) of Punnam, belonging to the vēttuvar 
community at Punnam, a sub-division of Vadakarai-nadu, for worship and offerings 
and maintaining three sandhi lamps in the temple of Tiruvaki$varam. The véffuvar 
community people mentioned here were stated to have been known from early times 
as worshippers of goddess Korravai as referred to in Si/appadikaram, one of the twin 
epics of Tamil literature (K.A.N. Sastri, Cholas, p. 94). Mention may be made of an 
inscription of Kulottungachola I, dated in his fifty-fifth regnal year from Ammāpētļai 
Periyar district, which records the excavation of a tank and also a channel by 
Sembavettuvan, headman of Kuļarvārrūr showing the existence of the véttuvar 


community people in the Kongu region and their important rule in building activities. 


No. B 150 from Patlür is in Tamil language and characters of the 11th century 
A.D. It is dated in the 29 + 9th regnal year of the Kongu ruler Vira Rājēndradēvar. 
It registers a gift of money (Sriyakki-palanjalágai) by Periyadévan, an elder son of 
Periyadévan, a resident of Kodumpuradangal, a hamlet of a Patlür in Vadakarai-nādu 
to a brahmana in the temple of Vākisvaram-udaiyār for burning three sandhi lamps in 
the same temple. The inscription is important from numismatic point of view as it 
informs us the circulation of old coins i.e. paļarīja/āgar during this period alongwith 
regular coins of the Chola kings. Here the term yakka which stands for yaksha or 
yakshi probably referring to Jaina attendant deity, suggests the possible earlier 
popularity of Jainism in this area. Also during the reign period of Kongu ruler 


Vikramachēļa (acc. 1255 A.D.) the same coin system was prevalent alongwith his 
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regular coins as seen from the reference to Šri-yakka-paļarkāšu (See S LL, Vol. IV, No. 
387). 


PANDYAS: No. 164 copied from Ninranarayanaperumalkoyil at Tiruttangal, in 
Sattur Taluk of Kamarajar District, in Tamil language and Vatteluttu characters of about 
9th century A.D. is dated in the 38th regnal year of the Pandya king Māraūjadaiyar who 
may be identified with Varaguņa-mahārāja-II who ruled from 863 A.D. to 911 A.D. It 
refers to the gift of 100 sheep to Tiruvéngadapillaipperumanadigal at Tiruttangāl by 
one Nallür-kilavan of Aļarrūr-nādu for burning a lamp in the same temple. The word 
kiļavaņ stands for a chieftain of small territory like in Ettisáttan-iruppaikkudikilavan 
(LS II. Vol. XIV, No. 43/44, Ānmār nattukkilavan and hence the donor may be a person 


of some eminence. 


Two fragmentary epigraphs (Nos. B 169 and 171) engraved in Tamil languages 
"and script mention the reigning kings as Tribhuvanachakravartigal Kónérinmaikondàn 
and Tribhuvanachakravartigal Sónàdu valangiyaruliya respectively who can be 
identified with Pandya king Māravarmaņ Sundarapandya 1 who ruled from 1216-1238 
A.D. Interestingly the first record refers to the name of a person as Sirrürudaiyàn- 
Sorna-uyyaninraduvàn alias Gurukulattaraiyan, a resident of Malli who was also 
referred to in the inscriptions from Tiruttangal. 


Another Inscription (No. 554 of 1922) which contains verses in his praise states 
that he was the minister of a king and built many temples. Another record from 
Tiruttangal (No. 548 of 1922) dated in the second year of Jatávarman Kulašēkhjara 
refers to the gift of land in Anaiyür by Sdlan Uyyaninraduvan a/ias Gurukulattaraiyan 
for the Sundarapāņdyaņ sandhi instituted by him in honour of Māravarmaņ 
Sundarapandya (1216 A.D.) The name of village Malli, a hamlet of Enjàr, where 
from the minister hails is brought to light for the first time by the present inscription. 


CHAHAMANA OF SONGIRA: Inscription No. B 125 is engraved on a pillar 
in the top-khàna at Jalore, Jalore tahsil and district, Rajasthan. The record belongs to 
the reign of Sàmantasimhadéva and it is dated in [Vikrama] 1353, (1296 A.D.). It is 
written in Nagari characters and Sanskrit language. It states that certain Narapati made 
provisions for the annual performance of Panchamibali in the temple of Parsvanatha, 
for the spiritual merit of his wife Nayakadévi by gifting a stone-house (n/sra- 
nikshiptahatta) and through providing money accrued from the rent (bhataka) collected 
from the building of the stone-house. D.R. Bhandarkar, while editing this inscription 
(vide Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, pp. 60 ff.) has defined this expression as a place in or a portion 
of the bazar for storing goods to be exported. This indicates that this place might have 
been a hub of business activity. 


MISCELLANEOUS: No. B 1-2 are engraved on the pedestal of a jaina image, 


now kept in a private house in the village Rayadurgam, Rayadurgam-mandal, Andhra 
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Pradesh, written in Kannada language and script of 14th century A.D. It is dated Saka 
1297 (1374 A.D.) and refers to the initiation to sanyasa of a certain Māņikyanandi, 
disciple of Sri Ratnakirttichandra, who was known as Vardhanapürnachandra, belonging 
to Sarasvati-gachchha, Mūla-sarngha, Balatkara-gana and to lineage of Kondakund- 
anvaya. The pontiff Sri Ratnakirttichandra is mentioned for the first time in jaina 
epigraphs from Andhra Pradesh. However, an inscription from Dévgadh, Madhya 
Pradesh (now preserved in the Ausutosh Mukherjee Museum, Calcutta) dated 1324 A.D. 
refers to a jaina pontiff Ratnakirtti as the disciple of Dharmachandra of Nandi and 
Sarasvati-gachchha, Balātkāra-gaņa of Kondakund-anvaya lineage, who is said to have 
made a number of jaina pratishthas in different parts of the country. It is interesting 
to note that the findspot Rayadurgam is situated in the midst of many jaina centres like 


Penukonda, Amarapuram, Thorakunta, Kambadüru in Anantapur District. 


Nos. B 46 to 70 copied from the inscribed slabs found in the Synagogue at 
Mattanchery in Cochin, Kerala are in Hebrew language and characters. They mostly 
record the death of persons of Jewish community. Among them, the earliest and the 
important one (No. B 46 refers to Kochangadi Synagogue and the construction of 
Synagogue in the Jewish year 5105 (1345 A.D.) by Joseph Azar, the last leader of the 
Jews at Ganganoor who escaped to Cochin during the Moorish attack. 


Inscription No. B 126 engraved on a pillar in the tóp-khána at Jalore, Jalore Tahsil 
and District, Rajasthan, is in Sanskrit language and Nāgari characters. On 
palaeographical grounds the record can be dated to 13th century A.D. It records the 
making of the two pillars (starhbha-lata-dvayarn) in the Pāršvadēva temple by pam. 
Mēghakumāra along with Bhafta, Dharmabhadra, for the merit of their teacher Sri 
Kukudāchārya. This inscription can be placed earlier than the inscription on another 
pillar (B 125) which was dated in [Vikrama] 1350 (1296 A.D.) as it records the very 
making of the pillars. 


Inscription No. B 134 from Bhatunda, Pali Tahsil and District, Rajasthan, 
engraved on the wall of a dilapidated temple is dated in Vikrama 1139 (1081 A.D.). 
It seems to record some construction made by king Mahárája Katipadra whose name 
is hitherto unknown from records. However, a king Katudéva of Kutukariga of 
Chahamana family with some close similarity was known to have ruled from Nadula 
(Nādēl) in this region in the 12th century (cf. Ep. Ind, Vol. XI, p. 34 and 69). 


Inscription No. B 141 engraved on the pedestal of a image, is now kept in the 
state Museum at Pali Tahsil and District. It is in Sanskrit language and Nagari script. 
The record is dated in Vikrama 1160 (1103 A.D.) and refers to the making of the image 
in the Chaitya of the Shandaraka-gachchha at the town of Naddüla at the instance of 
the members of the góshthi (committee) of Müla-nàyaka. Vira (Mahāvāra) son of a 


certain Sridéva-Vagada yasódhavala was referred to in an inscription copied from a 
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Jaina temple from Pala (Pali) as the father of one Sridéva. (K.G. Sharma, Early Jaina 
Inscriptions of Rajasthan, p. 104). 


ARABIC AND PERSIAN INSCRIPTIONS 


The Arabic and Persian inscriptions, numbering 178, listed in Appendix 'C' of this 
report, were examined by the Superintending Epigraphist for Arabic and Persian 
Inscriptions, Archaeological Survey of India, Nagpur. These inscriptions were copied 
from various places in Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, Gujarat, Karnataka, Madhya Pradesh, 
Maharashtra and Uttar Pradesh, by Dr. M.I. Quddusi, Superintending Epigraphist (now 
Director Epigraphy, Arabic and Persian), assisted by Shri S.S. Hussain, Assistant 
Superintending Epigraphist, Dr. M.Y. Quddusi (now Dy. Supdtg. Epigraphist), Dr. G.S. 
Khwaja (now Asst. Supdtg. Epigraphist) and M.A. Siddiqui, all Senior Epigraphical 
Assistants. Some of the historically important and informative inscriptions are briefly 


reviewed here. 


Tughluqs: In the present collection, the only Sultanate record is No. 132 from 
Kara in Allahabad District of Uttar Pradesh. It is a loose fragmentary inscription in 
Persian, containing in the surviving text only the name of Sultan Muhammad Tughluq 
(1325-51 A.D.) regarding some construction, probably the mosque (i.e. Chhoti Masjid, 
Mahalla Kara Bazar) where the fragmentary slab is lying. Unfortunately, other details 
of this record are lost. 


Mughals: Among the four Mughal records, one each represents Shah Muhyiu'd 
Din Alamgir i.e. Aurangzeb (1658-1707 A.D.) and Shah Alam Bahadur (I) (1707-12 
A.D.) while the other two represent Muhammad Shah (1719-48 A.D.). 


No. 101 is a Persian record of Aurangzeb from Aurangabad, a district 
headquarters in Maharashtra, comprising eulogical verses about Mughal emperor Shah 
Muhyiu'd Din Muhammad Alamgir i.e. Aurangzeb during whose period, the humble 
servant Daulat built the mosque, referred to as Masjid al-Aqsa, in A.H. 1095 (1684- 
85 A.D). This epigraph is noticed elsewhere with several errors in its reading (c.f. 
Wagiat-i-Mamlakat-i-Bijapur, pt. MIL, 1915, p. 58). 


Pertaining to Shah Alam I, is the record No. 95 from Shuljalpur, District Shajapur, 
Madhya Pradesh. This damaged inscription in Persian registered the fact that the 
tombstone of the grave of Chaudhari Muhammad Yadgar was installed during the reign 
of Shah Alam Bahadur Badshah Ghazi in the first regnal year, corresponding to A.H. 
1119 (1707-08 A.D.). Probably, Shah Ahsan was the person under whose supervision 


this work was carried out. 


Nos. 96 and 133 belong to the time of Muhammad Shah. The former was copied 
from Shuljalpur in Shajapur District of Madhya Pradesh, saying that one Mirza 
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Rustam, for his merit in the next world, constructed (obviously) a step-well in the 14th 
regnal year of the said Mughal ruler, corresponding to A.H. 1145 (1732 A.D.) This 
important Persian inscription also records the name of the mason as Hari Ram. The 
latter, No. 133, from Kara, District Allahabad, Uttar Pradesh is a Persian record, 
assigning the foundation of a garden referred to as Ganga Bagh and a well, to Rai 
Uncha Lal and Lala Bhawani Prasad, the Qanungus (hereditary keeper of revenue 
accounts) of Sarkar (sub-division of a province, a district) Kora and Kara, with the 
grace of Shani Maharaj (Lord Shani i.e. Planet Saturn) in the 25th regnal year of 
Muhammad Shah, corresponding to A.H. 1156 (as the chronogram actually yields and 
not A.H. 1155 as wrongly recorded by the calligrapher), the Christian equivalent being 
1743 A.D. 


Farugis of Khandesh: Among the provincial dynasties, the Farugis of Khandesh, 
are represented by a solitary gun-record, No. 92, from Asirgarh in East Nimar District 
of Madhya Pradesh, saying that this gun was prepared in the fort (of Asirgarh) in the 
month of Muharram, (A.H.) 961 (December 1553 A.D. - January 1554 A.D.) at the 
order of Mubarak Shah son of Adil Shah Faruqi. The name of the Faruqi ruler with 
a rare epithet, is given as Hadrat-i-Sultanat Shiari Mubark Shah ibn Adil Shah ibn Adil 
Shah Farugi. 


Nawwabs of Awadh: Among the regional dynasties, the Nawwabs of Awadh are 
represented by five Persian inscriptions; three belong to the time of Ghaziu'd Din 
Haidar (1814-27 A.D.) and two, to Nawwab Muhammad Ali (1837-42 A.D.). 


Among the three records of Nawwab Ghaziu'd Din Haidar, No. 163 from 
Lucknow, the district headquarters and State capital of Uttar Pradesh, assigns the 
auspicious construction of obviously the Karbala, referred to as Magtal-i-Athar Husain 
Shahid, to Khuda Bakhsh in A.H. 1232 (1816-17 A.D), during the time of Ghaziu'd 
Din Haidar Asaf Jah. It also records the names of Rifatu'd Daula and Ali Khan for 
their assistance and generosity in the building of the said structure (noticed in Tarikh- 
i-Lakhnau, Karachi, 1976, p. 184). No. 144 is a metrical record in Persian (not 7n situ) 
from a local graveyard at Kanpur, a district headquarters, Uttar Pradesh, registering the 
event that Muhammad Bakhsh erected a sara i.e. inn, in AH 1236 (1820-21 A.D), 
during the reign of Shah-i-Zaman Sultan-i-Din Parwar (epithets used for the then 
Nawwab of Awadh, Ghaziu'd Din Haidar). While No. 169 is the Persian record from 
Imambada Shah-i-Najaf in Lucknow, registering the death of (Nawwab) Shah Ghaziu'd 
Din Haidar in A.H. 1243 (1827-28 A.D.). Its metrical text was composed by Ummid. 


A couple of records, Nos. 173 and 172, which belong to the time of Nawwab 
Muhammad Ali, also come from Lucknow. No. 173 assigns the construction of an 
Imambada to (Nawwab) Muhammad Ali in A.H. 1253 (1837-38 A.D.), in memory of 
Imam Husain, the martyr (partially noticed in Tartkh-i-Lakhna'u, p. 201). While No. 
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172 records the excavation of a tank by the king (i.e. Nawwab Muhammad Ali) in A.H. 
1255 (1839-40 A.D.) who also composed the chronogrammatic phrase, yielding the 


given date. 


Nawwabs of Bhopal: Among the minor dynasties, the Nawwabs of Bhopal are 
represented by a couple of Persian inscriptions, Nos. 85 & 87 from Bhopal, the district 
headquarters and State capital of Madhya Pradesh. No. 85 is a brief record from the 
local graveyard, registering the name of Nawwab Wazir Muhammad Khan, the sixth 
ruler of Bhopal who ruled between A.H. 1224 (1809-10 A.D.) and A.H. 1232 (1816- 
17 A.D.). One Samiud Din was the inscriber of the text. Wazir Muhammad Khan, 
referred to in the inscription, had a stormy career that helped him to ensure security 
of Bhopal State. He fell ill at Timaravan and died at Deori at the age of 51, on 16 
March 1816. His corpse was brought to Bhopal and buried in Wazir Bagh (now called 
Bada Bagh Qabrastan). John Malcolm in his memoirs paid him a glowing tribute for 
his courage and ability (Madhya Pradesh District Gazetteers, Sehore and Bhopal, 
Bhopal, 1989, pp. 57-67). 


No. 87 is another epitaphic record, registering the death of Nawwab Muhammad 
Nasrullah Khan, son of Nawwab Sultan Jahan Begam, the ruler of Bhopal, in A.H. 
1343 (1924 A.D.). The inscription also mentions the date A.H. 1293 (1876 A.D.) of 
the birth of the said Nawwab, the text having been composed by Maulavi Shukrullah 
Suhail. 


Asaf Jahis of Hyderabad: All the Asaf Jahi records, numbering seven, come 
from Hyderabad, the district headquarters and State capital of Andhra Pradesh. Of 
them, six inscriptions belong to the period of Nawwab Mir Mahbub Ali Khan Asaf Jah 
VI (1869-1911 A.D.) and one to the time of Nawwab Mir Uthman Ali Khan Bahadur 
Asaf Jah VII (1911-50 A.D). 


Of the records of Nawwab Mir Mahbub Ali Khan, No. 16 mentions the demise 
of Qutb-i-Zaman (i.e. Pole-star of the time) Shah Muinu'd Din alias Shah Khamush 
in A.H. 1288 (1871-72 A.D.). It further records that the tomb of the saint was 
constructed by the Minister Nawwab Asman Jah Bahadur during the reign of the said 
king of the Deccan. While No. 22 recounts the construction of Nabi Khana-1- 
Muhammad (probably the Sama Khana i.e. audience hall) in front of the tomb of 
Hadrat Khamush in A H 1306 (1888-89 A.D.), during the Prime Ministership of 
Nawwab Asman Jah Bahadur, referred to above. It further adds that the work was 
carried out with the great efforts of Salu Begam Sahiba, the spouse of the deceased 
(Nawwab) and under the supervision of Sayyid Muhammad Asghar Husaini. Another 
inscription, No. 18, assigns the construction of a gate, termed as Bab-1-Farid (in the 
tomb of) Shah Khamush, to Muhammad Shah Sabir in A.H. 1307 (1889-90 A.D.), 


under the supervision of Sayyid Muhammad Asghar Husaini, referred to above. 
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Among the other records of Nawwab Mir Mahbub Ali Khan, No. 2, recounts that 
the marble-flooring in the Dargah of Hadrat Yusuf (popular as Dargah-i- Yusufain) was 
carried out in A.H. 1320 (1902-03 A.D.), by Nawwab Kamal Khan, under the blessings 
of the Asaf (i.e. Mahbub Ali Khan, Asaf Jan VI). No. 9 is a metrical epigraph in 
Persian from the grave of the renowned Urdu poet Dagh Dehlawi, at Dargah-i- 
Yusufain. Beautifully composed by the poet Sail, the text speaks highly of Dagh 
Dehlawi as a poet, entitled Fasihul Mulk and Jami-i-Hind. It further adds that the 
deceased, i.e. Dagh Dehlawi was the literary guide (ustad) of the then Nizam (i.e. 
Mahbub Ali Khan Asaf Jah VI) and expired in the evening of Hajj-day in A.H. 1322 
(14th February, 1905 A.D.) and was buried the next day. According to No. 21, Husain 
Bakhsh, the KAwaja-Sara (a domestic) of the Nizam (Mir Mahbub Ali Khan) donated 
fourteen pinnacles for the dome of (Shah Khamush) and built a cistern in the mosque 
of the Dargah in A.H. 1322 (1904-05 A.D.). One Ghulam was the composer of the 
text. 


No. 24 is the only record of Mir Uthman Ali Khan dated A H 1338, Fasli 1329 
(1919-20 A.D.) that assigns the renovation of the Toli Masjid during the time of the 


said ruler, to the persons named Haidari, Akhtar and Yazdani. 


Wodiyars of Mysore: In this collection, four records belong to the time of 
Wodiyars of Mysore, representing its three rulers viz., Krishna Raja Wodiyar HI (1799- 
1831 A.D.), Chamrajendra Wodiyar (1868-94 A.D.) and Krishnaraj Wodiyar (1895-1940 
A.D.). 


Krishna Raja Wodiyar III is represented by a couple of records, Nos. 70 and 74. 
The former is from Ramnagram, District Bangalore, Karnataka, saying that Close Pett 
was populated by the Maharaja Sahib (Krishna Wodiyar III) in the Shaliwahan year 
1721 (1799 A.D.) in the name of his friend Karnal (Colonel) Close Sahib Bahadur. 


Colonel Close after whose name the place Closepett was founded, has been a 
very welknown figure in the history of Mysore kingdom. He was famous as Sir Barry 
Close, probably the greatest diplomat of his time. He was appointed first Resident at 
Mysore in 1799. Who materially helped Diwan Purnaiya in his administration. He 
retired to England in 1811 and died on 20th April 1813 at the age of fifty-six (1756- 
1813). It is interesting to note that Colonel Close was well-acquainted with Arabic and 
Persian languages. It is also recorded in the Gazetteer that Closepett near Bangalore 
was founded by Purnaiya to perpetuate his (that of Col. Close) memory at the instance 
of the Maharaja (Mysore Gazetteer, Vol. Il, Part IV, ed. C. Hayavadana Rao, Bangalore, 
1930, pp. 3130-31). It was only after the dawn of Indian independence in 1947, that 
the place name Closepett was changed to Ramnagram (Riyasat Mysore Ke Farsi, Arabi 
aur Urdu Katabe, by Mir Mahmud Husain, Bangalore, 1980, p. 86). 


No. 74 is a bilingual (English & Persian) record from Srirangapatna (Kirangur) 
in Mandya District of Karnataka, fixed over a pillar of an old bridge (Kirangur-ka-Pul 
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as popularly known) on the Kaveri river. It registers the completion of the bridge, Jisr- 
¡-Wellesley (i.e. Wellesley Bridge, of the English version), named after Margs. 
Wellesley Bahaudur) under the supervision of Purnaiya, the Diwan, in 1804 A.D. The 
English version, which is not the exact translation of the Persian text, provides some 
additional pieces of information, which specifically mentions both the dates, August 
1802 A.D. when the building process started, and October 1804 A.D., when the 
construction work came to an end (noticed in Epigraphia Carnaticka, New Series, Vol. 
Six, Mysore 1977, pp. 388-89; Riyasat Mysore Ke Farsi, Arabi aur Urdu Katabe, p. 
87). 


No. 75 is a Persian record from Mysore, a district headquarters in Karnataka, 
saying that (Dufferin Clock Tower) was constructed in A.H. 1304 (1886 A.D.) at the 
order of Maharaja Sri Chamrajendra Wodiyar Bahadur, the ruler of Mysore, in 
commemoration of the arrival of Nawwab Earl of Dufferin Sahib Bahadur, the Viceroy 
of India, to Mysore (notice in Rivasat Mysore Ke Farsi, Arabi aur Urdu Katabe, p. 
114). 


Maharaja Sri Krishnaraj Wodiyar IV is represented by a solitary Urdu record, No. 
76, again from Mysore, which was set up in 1927 at the grand occasion of silver 
Jubilee celebration, by the above Maharaja. It records the construction of Silver Jubilee 
Clock Tower (Nugrai Jubli Burj-i-Saat), giving a biographical sketch of Maharaja Sri 
Krishnaraj Wodiyar IV and other details pertaining to his reign. It is dated Safar 9 A.H. 
1346, August 8, 1927 A.D. The substance of the inscriptional record is also 
corroborated by C. Hayavadana Rao in the Mysore Gazetteer (Vol. II, Part IV, pp. 2997. 
3011-12, 3068). 


Miscellaneous: Of the miscellaneous epigraphs from Hyderabad, the headquarters 
of Andhra Pradesh, Nos. 14 & 15, assign the construction of a sara (i.e. inn), to Sayyid 
Badrul Amin in A.H. 1239 (1823-24 A.D.). Among various epitaphs from the same 
place, No. 3, a metrical record in Persian, mentions the death of a valiant person Mirza 
Muhsin, in A.H. 1270 (1853-54 A.D.). So is the record, No. 4, that registers the death 
of an unexampled learned figure Mu'idu'd Din Khan, in AH 1283 (1866-67 A.D.). 
Two more epigraphs, forming as obverse and reverse, Nos. 7 & 8, of the same 
headstone, record the death of Fatima Begam, wife of Hadrat Dagh Dehlawi, in A.H. 
1316 (1898-99 A.D). The composer of the texts, Dagh Dehlawi, has been an eminent 
Urdu poet who expired in 1905 A.D. (No. 9, discussed above, p. 6). Another record, 
No. 1, assigns the construction of a porch (saiban) of the tomb in the Dargah of Hadrat 
Yusuf and Hadrat Sharif, to Nawwab Shamsul Umara Amir-i-Kabir Sir Khurshid Jah 
Bahadur, in A.H. 1317 (1899-1900 A.D.). The builder Sir Khurshid Jah Bahadur, 
referred to in the inscription, is a well-known figure in the history of the Asaf Jahi 
dynasty of Hyderabad. He was the son of Rashidud Din Khan Amir-i-Kabir HI and 
son-in-law of Afdalud Daula Asaf Jah V. He received the hereditary title of Shamau'd 
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Daula, Shamsul Mulk, Shamsul Umara, Amir-i-Kabir, in 1881 and a kinghthood in 
1887. He passed away in 1902 A.D. (The Chronology of Modern Hyderabad, 
Hyderabad-Deccan, 1954, Index, p. 4). 


Among the miscellaneous epigraphs from Bihar, No. 26 from Darbhanga, a 
district place, provides us a beautiful calligraphical specimen, apart from recording the 
fact that a religious person Ghulam Sarwar by name erected a mosque in A.H. 1212 
(1797-98 A.D.). 


Coming to Gujarat, among the miscellaneous records, we have a good number of 
epitaphs, discussed in their chronological sequence in the following lines. Of these, 
No. 41 from Navsari, District Surat, is a modern loose slab from the Dargah of Shaikh 
Makhdum Nasirud Din Siddiqi, relating that the Shaikh was one of the descendants of 
the first Caliph Hadrat Siddiq-i-Akbar (i.e. Abu Bakr) who accompanied his father to 
India from Baghdad in A.H. 825 (1421-22 A.D.) and settled at Navsari, where he 
preached Islam for 27 years and expired in A.H. 852 (1448 A.D.). This record also 


provides us the family-tree of the saint. 


In Gujarat most of the epitaphic records have been copied from different 
graveyards at Ahmedabad, a district place, providing us names, dates of death and 
lineage of some of the leading personages, including both men and women. Among 
such occupants of the graves are: (No. 30) versatile scholar Sayyidna Maulana Badru'd 
Din Hasan son of Wali (d. A.H. 1090/1679 A.D), (No. 31) Shaikh Miyan Hasan Bah'i 
son of Taj Khan son of Hasan (d. A.H. 1093/1682 A.D.), (No. 32) Makhtum Sadaf 
Bu daughter of Yaqut Khan (d. A.H. 1106/1695 A.D.), (No. 33) Ajbu daughter of 
Shaikh al-Mashaikh Mulla Abdu'r Rahim (d. A.H. 1131/1718 A.D.), (No. 34) Harji Bu 
daughter of Sayyidna Diyau'd Din Dai, i.e. a preacher from Yemen (d. A H 1140/1727- 
28 A.D.), (No. 35) Shaikh Da'ud son of Kabir Muhammad (d. A.H. 1140/1727 A.D.), 
(No. 37) Hadrat Muhammad Zuhur (d. 1166/1753 A.D.), (No. 36) Moti Ba'i daughter 
of Bha'i Ji (and) wife of Miyan Firuz Bha'i son of Qutb Bha'i (d. A.H. 1206/1791- 
92 A.D.), (No. 40) Bibi Ruqaiyya daughter of Muhammad Baldaram (d. A.H. 1222/ 
1807-08 A.D.), and (No. 38) Abdu'l Qadir son of Muhammad Marifatiyya (d. A.H. 
1273/1857 A.D./1915 Bikrami). 


Among the miscellaneous inscriptions of Karnataka, No. 60, from Bangalore, the 
State Capital, is a metrical Persian record, composed by Kaifi (Bangluri) in the twenties 
of the present century, eulogizing the tomb of Tawakkal Mastan and hinting towards 
its construction, through a chronogram, yielding A.H. 1191 (1777-78 A.D.) but not 
mentioning the name of its original builder. It may be added that, the saint Tawakkal 
Mastan under reference, was the spiritual successor of Hadrat Baba Fakhru'd Din of 
Penukonda in Anantapur district of Andhra Pradesh. He preached Islam in the 
Bangalore region, breathing his last in A.H. 798 (1395 A.D.) (Riyasat Mysore Ke Farsi, 
Arabi aur Urdu Kataba, p. 96). While No. 65 from the same place is a Persian record 
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from Jami Masjid Lashkar, bearing metrical texts by three different poets viz, Munshi 
Shah Muhammad Jalal Qadiri nom de plume Wafa, Munshi Kazim Ali Kazim and 
Sayyid Hasan, pen named Rafiq, and assigning the construction of the said mosque 
to the army personnel of Bangalore in A.H. 1244 (1828-29 A.D.). Thus, through this 
epigraph three Persian poets of Bangalore come to light (noticed, bid., p. 98). Another 
metrical record in Persian from a local mosque at Bangalore, registers the construction 
of the mosque in A.H. 1245 (1829-30 A.D.), without specifying the name of its builder. 
One Sarush was the composer of the text (noticed, 767d., p. 100). 


In Karnataka, No. 77, from Mysore, a district place, assigns the construction of 
a mosque to one Ismail by name in A.H. 1249 (1833-34 A.D.). Its text was written 
by Ghulam Jilani and inscribed by Sayyid Mahmud. According to the local scholar 
late Mir Mahmud Husain, Ghulam Jilani was a famous calligraphist of Mysore, and 
Sayyid Mahmud, a reputed stone-cutter and engraver (ibid., p. 109). No. 71 is a brief 
metrical record from Bellur in Mandya District, assigning the construction of a mosque 
to one Ibrahim (son of) Hisbatullah in A.H. 1252 (1836-37 A.D.) (1bid., p. 92). 


Among the epitaphic records from Karnataka, No. 80, from Mysore, registers the 
death of the pious and accomplished saint Bandagi Shah in A.H. 1253 (1837-38 A.D.). 
It is to be noted that after the downfall of Mysore kingdom in 1799 A.D., Bandagi 
Shah left Srirangapatna for settlement at Mysore where he built a mosque also. 
Munshi Ghalam Husain Mysori who was a renowned astrologer and who was 
associated with both the courts of Tipu Sultan and later with the Maharaja Wodiyar of 
Mysore, was the contemporary of Bandagi Shah. The saint finds mention with great 
epithets in the work, Munsha'at-i-Ghulam Husain Mysori (Mss. in Salar Jang Museum 
Library, Hyderabad, vide /bid., pp. 211-12). No. 82 from the same place, records the 
death of Badr Zuman Khan son of Mahkari Musa Rida in A.H. 1277 (1860-61 A.D.). 


Its metrical text was composed by Dhaugi. 


Among the miscellaneous records from Madhya Pradesh, two are worth 
mentioning. Of these, No. 88, from Bhopal, the State capital, is an epitaphic record, 
mentioning the dates of birth and death of a learned and well-known personality 
Imamus Sunnat Khatimul Muhaddithin Nawwab Amirul Mulk Walajah Abu Tayyib 
Siddiq son of Hasan son of Ali al-Qannauji. It specifies that the deceased was born 
on Sunday, 19th Jumada I, A.H. 1248/14 October, 1832 A.D. at Bans Bareli in the 
house of his maternal grand-mother and died at Bhopal on Thursday, 29th Jumada II, 
AH 1307/20 February, 1890 A.D., at the age of fiftynine years, three months and six 
days. It may be further added that Nawwab Shah Jahan Begam (1868-1901) lost her 
husband a year before her accession. She, therefore, remarried (8th May 1871) 
Maulavi Sayyid Siddiq Hasan, the deceased, whose name is recorded in the inscription, 
under study. It was only after the marriage with Shah Jahan Begam that Siddiq Hasan 
was accorded the title of Nawwab Amirul Mulk Walajah. Siddiq Hasan had been a 
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reputed literature of his time whose writings caused great anguish to the British 
Government, with the result that he was deprived of all his honours and title, by the 
Viceroy in 1884 A.D. He died of dropsy in 1890 (Madhya Pradesh District Gazetteers, 
Sehore and Bhopal, p. 77). No. 91 is a bilingual (Hindi & Persian) record from Bagli 
in Dewas District. Its Hindi version says that Shri Thakur Raghunath Sinh got this 
Idgah built in Samvat 1931, while the Persian version records that (the Idgah) was built 
under the supervision of Munshi Muhammad Abdu'l Ghafur in AH 1312 (1894-95 
A.D.) from the amount accruing from Thakurayar (i.e., amount collected by the Thakur 


as his due). Thus, the two versions are complements of each other. 


In this collection, a large number of miscellaneous inscriptions have been copied 
from Uttar Pradesh, shedding light on various aspects of history in the region. Among 
them, No. 140, from Badaun, a district place, is a modern record, registering 
respectively, the dates of death of saintly personalities Hadrat Khwaja Sayyid Ahmad 
Bukhari and Hadrat Khwaja Sayyid Ali Bukhari, the forefathers of Khwaja Nizamu'd 
Din Auliya (d. 1325 A.D.). The former expired on 6 Dhil Hijja A.H. 635 (20 July, 1238 
A.D.) and the latter in AH 609 (1212-13 A.D.). The epigraph also records the name 
of Sajjada Nashin Khwaja Sayyid Mahfuz Hasan Nizami, sister's son of Mahbub-i-Ilahi 
(i.e. Nizamu'd Din Auliya). No. 130 is a brief inscription from Kara, District 
Allahabad, assigning (the excavation) of a well to Nilkant son of Harbans Das Ka'ist 
(i.e. Kayasth) in A.H. 1059 (1649 A.D.). A very brief inscription from Lucknow, the 
State capital, No. 171, belongs to the tomb of Shah Pir Muhammad, recording his death 
in a chronogram that also forms the part of a Quranic verse No. 62 of Chapter II, 
yielding the year A H 1085 (1674-75 A.D). One Lutfullah was the inscriber of the 
text. An epitaphic loose slab, No. 120, from Allahabad, a district headquarters, 
mentions the death of Sayyid Muhamad Isa alias Mirza Jani son of Sayyid Muhammad 
Sadiq Isfahani, in A.H. 1167 (1734 A.D.). 


In Uttar Pradesh, No. 163 from Lucknow, assigns the construction of a mosque 
to Badr-i-Kaukab in A.H. 1187 (1773-74 A.D.) (Cf. Tarikh-i-Lakhnau, Karachi, 1976, 
p. 291). No. 124, is the record from Kara in Allahabad district, assigning the erection 
of a mosque to Husain Bakhsh in A.H. 1197 (1782-83 A.D.). Among the three Persian 
inscriptions, Nos. 147-49, copied from three different Ghats of Tikait Rai Talab at 
Lucknow, one (No. 147) records the renovation of the tank by Puranand, with the 
patronage of Raja Tikait Rai, in A.H. 1199 (1784-85 A.D.) Of the same purport is 
the second record (No. 148), comprising a Persian couplet only, but giving the (samvat) 
date (biya mutabig-i-tarikh-i-Hind harf ara) 1842 (1785 A.D.) in a chronogram 
contained in the entire second hemistich. While the third slab, No. 149, registers only 
three chronograms, one in Arabic and two in Persian, giving the Hijri date 1199 (1784- 
85 A.D). Tarikh-i-Lakhna'u gives some narration about the tank (p. 181). Tikait Rai, 
referred to in the inscriptions, has been a well known personality of his time, serving 
as the Finance Minister under the Nawwab of Awadh Asafu'd Daula (1775-97 A.D.) 
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who bestowed on him the title of Maharaja Dhiraj Narendra Raja Bahadur. He had 
been a man of great public spirit and earned a lot of popularity for his building 
activities, both religious and secular. Because of his philanthropic deeds, he was 
popular as Raje Karan. He breathed his last in A.H. 1214 (1799 A.D.) without leaving 
any progeny (Tarikh-1-Awadh, Vol. III, Lucknow, 1919, pp. 133-34, 303-04, 332-34; 
ibid., Vol. IV, p. 15; Uttar Pradesh District Gazetteer (UPDG), Vol. XXXVII, Lucknow 
(Allahabad, 1959), pp. 328, 388, 401. UPDG, Bara Banki (Allahabad, 1964), pp. 34, 
278, 284; Index to Titles (1748-1885) National Archives of India, p. 204). Earlier also, 
his inscriptions from other parts of Lucknow District, have been copied by the 
Epigraphy Branch, Nagpur (AREp., 1991-92, App. C, Nos. 65-66). 


Among other miscellaneous inscriptions from Uttar Pradesh, No. 141, is a Persian 
record from Kanpur, a district place, assigning the construction of a mosque to a 
religious person named Shaikh Khairat Ali, in A.H. 1244 (1828-29 A.D.). Of the same 
date, is the record, No. 160, from Lucknow, registering the construction of a mosque 
by Ghulam Husain, the metrical text having been composed by a poet, Ahsan. No. 
166, from the same place, is the death-record of Nawwab Itimadu'd Daula who passed 
away in A.H. 1245 (1829-30 A.D.). From Kanpur comes the record, No. 145, that 
forms the epitaph of the grave of Nawwab Mutamidud Daula Mukhtarul Mulk Sayyid 
Muhammad Khan Bahadur Daigham Jang alias Agha Mir Sahib Wazir-1-Azam-1-Awadh 
(i.e. Prime Minister of the kingdom of Awadh) who expired in A.H. 1247 (1832 A.D.). 
Its text was composed by Nasikh Lakhnavi (partially noticed in Zarikh-i-Lakhna'u, p. 
285). It may be here added that Agha Mir was a grand diplomat of his time, holding 
the Prime Ministership under Nasiru'd Din Haidar (1827-37 A.D.), for a very short time 
and was compelled to resign in December 1827 by his political rivals. Thereafter, he 
was kept under arrest upto October 1830. Because of staunch opposition, he was 
compelled to migrate from Lakhna'u to Kanpur with bag and baggage. As a poet, he 
was the disciple of Nasikh, the composer of his epitaph, referred to above. After his 
migration to Kanpur, Agha Mir led a royal life. His son Nizamu'd Daula and other 
members of his family contributed profusely in the field of learning ( Tarrkh-i- 
Lakhna'u, pp. 283-85; Mutamidu'd Daula Agha Mir ` Aslaf-u-Akhlaf (New Delhi, 
1988). 


From Kanpur again, No. 142, is a Persian record, registering a philanthropic 
work, carried out during the famine days in the region in 1838 A.D., corresponding to 
A.H. 1254/Fasli 1245, under the superintendence of Wilson Sahib Bahadur, the 
Magistrate. This valuable record recounts that in order to afford employment to the 
famishing poor, the construction work of the tank started with the voluntary and liberal 
contributions of the civilians and the natives of Kanpur and the British Government 
(Company Bahadur), involving the total expenditure of twelve thousand rupees. No. 
134 is a loose slab from Kara in Allahabad District, recording the demise of Amir-i- 
Kabir Nawwab Sayyid Hadi Ali Khan Bahadur Tabataba, son of Saidu'd Daula 
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Nawwab Sayyid Ali Khan Bahadur Shamishir Jang, son of Bakhshiul Mamalik Nasiru'd 
Daula Nawwab Sayyid Hidayat Ali Khan Bahadur Asad Jang, grand chief of Azimabad 
(i.e. Patna) in the province of Bihar, in the night of Idul Fitr. A.H. 1255 (9th 
December, 1839 A.D.) Its text was calligraphed by Asghar Ali Musawi. 


Among the remaining miscellaneous inscriptions from Uttar Pradesh, No. 157, 
from Lucknow, records the construction of the gate (obviously the Imambada) under 
the supervision of Azimullah Khan in A.H. 1255/1838 A.D. (partially noticed in Tarikh- 
i-Lakhna'u, p. 198). It may be remarked that Azimullah Khan, the builder, was the 
barber of the Nawwab Muhammad Ali Shah. Because of his generosity, he was 
extremely popular. He expired in Jumada II, A.H. 1265 (April, 1849 A.D.) and lies 
buried in his own built Karbala-i-Azimullah Khan (/b1d., pp. 186-87). A couple of 
epitaphs from Allahabad, Nos. 115-116, record the death of Mirza Zsinul Abedin a/ras 
Hakim Mirza'i and Mirza Muhammad Husain alias Hakim Khairat Ali, respectively in 
A.H. 1263 (1847 A.D.) and A.H. 1264 (1848 A.D.). Sayyid Ali Akbar Allahabadi was 
the inscriber of both the epitaphs. Again from Lucknow are the records, Nos. 175- 
77, from Karbala Diyanatud Daula, all of them dated A H 1268 (1851-52 A.D.). Of 
these, the text of No. 175 was composed by the poet Nafis and those of Nos. 176- 
77 by Shams, assigning the construction of Karbala-i-Husain to Diyanatud Daula. It 
may be added that Diyanatud Daula, referred to in the inscriptions, was none other than 
Diyanatud Daula Mutadaiyinul Mulk Muhammad Mutamid Ali Khan Bahadur Amanat 
Jang who held the charge of the ambuscade in the platoon named Akbar under 
Nawwab Wajid Ali Shah. Diyanatud Daula died elsewhere but his corpse was brought 
to Lucknow for burial in the same Karbala which he had got built in his life time. The 
poet Nafis of the inscription is identified with Mir Nafis, who flourished as an eminent 
poet in Licknow and once visited the Karbala of Diyanatud Daula for reciting marthiya 
(elegy) (/brd., p. 142).
